Early Windshield Washer 
By Neil Pickett 


This is a neat item. It is not German, but it was 
originally installed in a 1957 Standard Microbus at the 
dealership. It is a windshield washer bottle assembly, 
and was made by Kwik Kleen. 

This particular assembly was mounted behind the 
driver seat. It was made out of an aluminum bracket and 
vinyl bag. 

The rubber plunger that squirted the fluid was 
mounted next to the driver seat. Its base was red plastic 
and the plunger was grey rubber. The hoses that carried 
the fluid ran under the seat and front floor mat and up 
behind the front kick panel to the washer ducts.

It is quite different then the under dash style washer 
bottle assemblies introduced in 1965(?) that we are all 
familiar with. This washer system worked the same way 
though, with a hand activated rubber pump. If anyone

Chrome metal washer jets 
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8013 miles through Mexico 
in a 1965 Kombi, Part Two

Friday, December 25, 1998 

6:12 am. The sky is orange off in the east. The sun will 
rise any time now. There's a chorus of dogs barking of in the 
direction of Catavina. The cantina music was blasting last 
night. And the wind blew so strongly and shook the bus. I'm 
not sure when it finally calmed. 

7:35 am. On the road our earliest yet. 

Here is the part all you bus scavengers have been waiting 
for. Immediately after we left Catavina, we came across a 1965 
standard 9-passenger bus abandoned on the east side of the 
road. I stopped and got a picture, and took down the vin 
number. 225 014 252. All of the glass was broken out, but 
there was a lot of interior window hardware left on the pop- 
outs and the sliders. One whole door was off, and I was 
tempted to toss it on the roof rack, but I was already 
overloaded, and I was headed in the wrong direction. I was 
also unsure about the way it would look if a gringo started 
wrenching on an abandoned vehicle in broad day light. Now I 
know that no one would have cared. The cargo doors were 
gone, the front end was there, but had already been stripped of 
drums, and for some reason, the beam was unbolted from the 
frame and was wedged between the 14" bus rims holding the 
body off the ground. The rear end and engine were gone, but 
the body was fairly straight. I'd not seen rockers that nice in a 
junk yard ever. 


There is a spot south of Catavina where a secondary road 
leaves Hwy Mex 1 east toward the Sea of Cortez. The town at 
the terminus of that road is called Bahia de Los Angeles, Bay 
of the Angels, or to the Californians, LA bay. The road to get 
there is about 40 miles long, and as of that point in my travels, 
the worst paved road I had ever been on. I would have 
preferred gravel. The top layer had been applied so poorly that 
it had washed away in almost perfect washboard pattern, worse 
than any gravel washboard could be. And there were stretches 
of maybe 500 meters when the road would seem to improve, 
and would lull you into a speed requiring perhaps 3rd gear, and

then very suddenly change to a bolt-braking, suspension 
smashing series of invisible pot holes not to be rivaled by 
Boston, Chicago, or any city with notoriously bad pavement. 
Suffice it to say that I did not like the road. I remember it as a 
day long drive from Mex 1 to Bahia de Los Angeles. Kelli tells 
me it was maybe 90 minutes. I drove it twice, and besides the 
oil change, fuel filter change, and cleaning of the oil bath air 
cleaner I performed on the bus, there was little I enjoyed about 
that town. Since there is no Pemex station in LA bay, I bought 
5 gallons from a pirate gas station for $10 US. I have never 
seen a less festive Christmas day. Kelli was similarly 
underwhelmed, but did see her first roadrunner of the trip. 

The next stop made up for LA Bay several times over, in 
scenery and in the people we met there. 


Kelli's Log Entry: 


12/26/98 
Date Palm Oasis, Near El Tomatal, BC, Mex Pacific Coast 
north of Guerero Negro. 

8pm. We read about this place in our guide book. There 
are a dozen or so date palm trees and a small lagooon. We 
thought we would just stop for lunch at noon. It is 3 miles in 
on a washed out road from the main road. We also drove to the 
fish camp about half a mile up the beach. The fishermen there 
said it was safe to camp here. We also bought some fresh fish 
from them. They filleted two for us for 20 pesos ( $2). Later, 
we were sitting on the beach near the old Tomatal fish camp 
when two gringas walked around an old building. They were 
Patty and Rose from Los Angeles. They had decided to camp 
at the Oasis too. So we pooled our food and had a feast. The 
bass was dipped in egg and crackers, then fried in olive oil 
with garlic. We also had instant mashed 
potatoes with seasonings and fresh ground 
pepper, steamed baby carrots with lime juice, 
and rice and beans. So Good! 

Patty and Rose are driving a red Geo 
Tracker. They have 10 days in Baja. This 
evening we sat around the fire and looked at 
stars. The moon is getting very bright. 

There are California Quail roosting in 
the palms above us. This is a really 
wonderful place. 


Sunday, 12/27/98 

The California Quail roost in the date 
palms at night, then this morning before the 
sun rose they left the trees one by one to 
their day hang out location. They scurry about like little nuns. 
Quite funny. Also saw white crowned sparrows and an osprey 
on our walk this morning. 

Rose and Patty wanted to buy us breakfast, so after 
breaking camp we meet up with them at the Pemex in Villa 
Jesus Maria. We put gas in the large gasoline container so that 
we wouldn't have to buy from pirates again, and we filled the 
bus. It was about 10 gallons of gasoline total for about 160 
pesos, or $16 US. 

Rose had struck up a friendship with a woman named

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Carmelita. When we arrived Carmelita was giving Rose a great 
big hug and jabbering in Spanish. Rose bought us breakfast at 
Carmelita's road-side food stand. Which consisted of one each 
of beef and chicken tamales, and a burrito of unknown origin, 
but very good. Rose, like us, eats at all the decent looking 
roadside taco stands, regardless of what the official tourism 
recommendations happen to be. Carmelita is something else. 
She goes out to every vehicle that pulls in and gathers in the 
business. Pemex stations often attract independent 
entrepreneurs, and the station employees don't seem to mind. 
But this will be the only time that I get a hug along with a 
burrito at a Pemex. 

Patty and Rose decided that on their schedule they 
needed to blast ahead at watercooled speeds to Mulege and 
Bahia Concepcion, where we all expect the best beaches and 
camping. Kelli and I, with still almost a month in Baja ahead of 
us, were taking a slower pace and headed for Guerrero Negro, 
where we hoped to find laundry, water and supplies. 

The state border between Baja California and Baja California 
Sur is a large military complex. We had seen more and more 
soldiers as we came closer and closer, and we were finally 
stopped for papers and fruit inspection just into Baja Sur. 

We understood that we were not allowed to bring fruit in 
with us, so we ditched our limes out the window one at a time 
Mexican style several miles before the border. I am proud to 
announce that this was the only time I littered in all of Mexico. 
It was tempting to go along with the local custom, but it just 
didn’t feel right. I am sure that the garbage we put in cans were 
simply taken out to one of the frequent dump spots along the 
side of the road, so it made little real difference. But it mattered 
to me that it was not I who was treating their country so badly, 
but the locals themselves. 

The officials at the state border seemed disappointed that 
we had all the necessary paperwork and therefore could not 
extract a bribe from us. They did insist upon spraying my wheels, 
and charged me 10 pesos for the service. “Es Obligatorio, Senor” 
they told me, and since it was the only mordida, or “little bite” 
we had to pay at that stop, I felt pretty okay about it. 

In Guerrero Negro, a large salt manufacturing center 
located just south of the state line, and on the Pacific coast at 
the “elbow” of the peninsula, we found groceries, water, and a 
lavendaria, or laundromat. While seeking directions from an 
Indian woman on the main street, Patty appeared out from a 
small restaurant and told us that they had changed plans, and 
were going to stay at Scammons Lagoon, where we also had 
hoped to camp. 

Scammons was a 19th century whaler who used the 
natural lagoon where gray whales yearly come to calve and 
nurse their young as a slaughtering pond. He is supposed to 
have been a real son of a bitch, and the Mexicans therefore 
prefer that the place be called Ojo De Liebre, or Eye of the 
Hare Lagoon. It is now a preserve for the whales, and during 
the winter months you can see the whales from the shore. 
Boats are also rented for a fee, and closer proximity can be had 
to the whale mothers and calves. The road to the lagoon turns 
from Mex] just south of Guerrero Negro and passes through a 
large portion of the salt company’s operation. There are great 
flat fields of shallow water where the salt is dried out in layers 
and then broken up and trucked to facilities in town for 
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processing. When we came to a gate at the salt company’s 
land, we were greeted by a young man in a military outfit. At 
first I thought I was going to be searched, but he just wanted 
our names, our license plate, and our nationality. On his cap he 
had embroidered a little marijuana leaf. I thought it certainly 
detracted from his overall military appearance. 

We hooked up with Rose and Patty almost immediately 
at Ojo, and decided to camp right at the edge of the lagoon. 
Later we were joined by a couple, Jorge and Eric, who were 
out for some whale watching. Jorge is Mexican, and Eric is 
American, but taught English in Mexico City for a while, and 
now teaches in San Ysidro, California, and lives in Tijuana. 
We were at the first spot when you enter Ojo, and we seemed 
to attract lots of folks to our camp. Ralph and Steffi were a 
German couple that ended up hanging out with us for the night 
and longer as well. They are Martial Arts instructors in 
Hannover, Germany, and were spending a month driving 
through Baja. Both were fluent in English and Spanish, as well, 
obviously, as German. We all drank beer by the light of the 
Coleman lantern and got to know each other. 

Later, in the bus, Rose taught us a card game called 
“contract”. Kelli won. 

The next day, Kelli and I do a quick bucket-shampoo, to 
the amusement of our recently acquired audience. Everyone 
but Kelli and I want to get a Panga and go see the whales. Kelli 
and I decide that the price is too steep, and settle for a quiet 
day at camp, reading and watching whales through the 
binoculars. Kelli decides to make biscuits in the dutch oven. 
Very good, but a different consistency than the ones I am used 
to in a regular oven. 

Later in the day we meet Zeke Mazur, who is the crazy 
old fellow we have passed several times on his bicycle. He and 
the rest of the group decided on making another communal 
meal, and since Kelli and I had done much of the cooking for 
the last couple meals, they insisted that they should all make us 
dinner. Rose and Patty bought fish in town, Zeke had a can of 
hot red peppers and carrots, and Steffi and Ralph made 
Mexican rice. It was very good, and was a nice break from 
cooking for ourselves. They didn’t want us to clean, but we 
intervened when we were uncertain of our picky dish-washing 
standards being met. One of our highest priorities in Mexico is 
cleanliness, in order to stay healthy. 


Kelli’s Log: 
Tuesday, December 29, 1998, 11pm. 
San Ignacio, Don Chon's Camping 

We’re camping with Patty and Rose again. Steffi and 
Ralph, the love-birds, are at a motel. This is a lovely small 
town because it has hundreds of date palms and resevoirs/ 
lagoons. We went swimming today. It felt so good. Although a 
bit cold. Patty and I paddled around on the boogie boards. The 
outhouse leaves much to be desired. $3 US per car here. We 
are about 1 mile from town, close to Mex 1. The town is nicer 
than any other we’ve seen in Baja so far, which is not saying 
much. It has a zocolo, ( town square) with big trees and an old 
church. 

Right now we are ~15 meters from the reservoir. I can 
hear the frogs. The bugs aren’t bad here either. Maybe a few 
mosquitoes earlier in the evening.

Wednesday, December 30, 1998, 10am. 

Patty and Rose have finally headed back north. We will 
miss them. What wonderful, crazy people. We may meet up 
with them in March in Arizona. We took Polaroid pictures so 
we can put them up on our dashboard. Ralph and Steffi just 
dropped by. They may go whale watching at laguna de San 
Ignacio before heading south. They said a Baja 1000 group on 
motorcycles were loud at their hotel last night. 

We arrived at Bahia Coyote, a small bay on the larger 
Bahia Concepcion, at about 3:30. The drive from San Ignacio 
was uneventful except for getting over-charged for gasoline at 
Santa Rosalia. I have since heard from many others that this is 
a town in which you should skip the Pemex station. The beach 
at Playa Coyote was very crowded with other gringos camping, 
but seemed very nice anyway. We saw a 65 kombi very much 
like ours, but blue and white. The woman who owned it told us 
to go ask a couple sights down, as she thought they were 
leaving and we could get a palapa. We were allowed to camp 
in between palapas, and then "move in" to the small palm 
shack early the next morning as it was vacated. 

Our next-door neighbors were a Mexican-American 
family who had been camping at this spot for years. They gave 
us a huge bag of freshly dug "Almejas Chocolatas" or brown 
clams. Scott and Nancy Wildman from down the beach visited 
and shared a Cerveza Pacifico. They have a 71 bus that was 
giving them trouble, and we talked VW for a while. They 
borrowed my compression gauge, but later decided that all was 
well. I noticed that my roof rack is broken at one of the 
forward legs. I carry up to 14 gallons of water ( that's like 112 
pounds) and a propane bottle and a cooler full of wet suits and 
snorkel gear, as well as a spare tire and a couple sheets of 3/4 
inch ply....no wonder... 

We end up staying at Playa Coyote for about 8 days. 
It is really a beautiful beach, and there are nice services for 
relatively cheap. We also meet quite a few nice people and do 
a good bit of hiking and exploring near by. Jason Johnson and 
Jessica from Elko Nevada pulled up one day, and although I 
didn't know them, they knew me from the web page. They 
were both geologists who worked for oil companies, and drove 
down in their 71 Safare high-roof baywindow bus. They ended 
up camping with us for several days before leaving for their 
ferry to the mainland at Guymas. 

They had heard about some cave paintings nearby that 
gave Playa Coyote its name, and after some searching, did 
indeed find prehistoric paintings in the rocks of a cave nearby, 
which did look like a coyote. There are supposed-to have been 
many more paintings, but many have been washed away by 
storms and wind. 

The wind was very fierce at times at this spot. Our 
neighbor to the south had a catamaran, an airstream trailer, a 
speedboat, and a perfectly clean original 54 Chevy truck. One 
day while he was at town with the truck, the speedboat, an 
ancient Cris-craft, I believe, began to be blown past its anchor, 
and up onto shore, Several Canadians became animated about 
the "boat in distress"( It is funnier in Canadian dialect), and 
rounded up anyone able-bodied to go out and push it back off 
the sand and out a bit farther, where a new anchor was then set. 
Knowing close to nothing about boats, I helped by doing what 


I was told. It ended up being successful, and was a great way 


for many of us fellow campers to get to know each other. The 
fellow who owned the boat was very grateful, but I never did 
get a ride in the Chev or the catamaran. 

There was a small fish-camp at the next cove to the 
south, and since it could only be accessed by water, the 
fishermen would sometimes drive their trucks down on our 
beach to put in their fishing lanchas. One day Kelli and I hiked 
across the bluff to the small cove, and negotiated to buy some 
fish the next day. At the appointed hour the fisherman 
appeared, but apologised that he had no good fish, only a 
“tiburon.” I was not familiar with the word, so I asked to see it, 
and in the basket in his trunk there was a very good looking 
sand shark, perhaps 6 pounds, already gutted and beheaded. I 
was interested, and he seemed surprised, but was willing to sell 
me the fish for 40 pesos. It fed four people two different 
meals, and was the best fish I had the entire trip. 


After Bahia Concepcion, we spent a day and night at a 
small fish camp called Ligui where we got stuck three times. 
We were pushed out twice by soldiers and once, when we got 
up to our rear axles in sand, we were pulled out by a friendly 
Canadian with a huge diesel truck. 

After that we took a few days looking for my Uncle 
George. He and his wife Julia had sailed their boat from Port 
Townsend, Washington down into California, and had told us 
that they might be at Bahia Magdalena, on the southern Pacific 
coast of Baja. By the map there are two obvious spots where a

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boat might dock, that we could get to by roads. The first was 
Puerto Lopez Mateos, a small town quite a ways off the main 
road which seemed to be mainly a fishing and Whale watching 
community. We parked at the whale watch area, ostensibly to 
look at the water for George's boat The Zulu, when a man 
came up and asked 
for 5 pesos to park. 
We were 
astonished. 

Never in 
Mexico, even in the 
decent sized cities 
had we been asked 
to park. I replied, 
"No, Gracias, " and 
we got back in the 
bus and drove 100 
yards or so and 
looked out on the 
water with our 
binoculars. No 
George. 

The second 
obvious place 
where George and 
Julia could be was 
San Carlos, father south on Bahia Magdalena, or "Mag Bay" as 
the more local tourists and guides called it. We were not in 
town 5 minutes when a local truck raced up behind us and 
asked if we were interested in whale watching. We explained 
that we were looking for someone on a sail boat, and the man 
offered to take us out to where the boat would surely be for 
only 500 pesos. Not being sure he was there, we declined. 
Later, we hooked up with a guide who tried to reach The Zulu 
by radio, but no success. We stayed in town at the free camp 
area, which was no bargain. There were no bathroom facilities, 
so we made several stealth runs into the sea-side scrub with a 
shovel, and the sand was so thin and fine that it tracked 
everywhere. When we still could not reach any sailboat by

radio the next day, we decided to head on. It was not meant to 
be. 

We found out later that George had gotten word to my 
mother that we should go to the harbor master and get 
directions to take a small boat out to the Zulu. We had not been 
able to get through 
by telephone to my 
parents at that time, 
and had spent quite 
a bit of money 
trying. We hear that 
San Carlos was 
much prettier from a 
sailboat than it was 
by bus. Which is 
just as well, because 
our next few stops 
were places 
inaccessible by 
j sailboat, but still not 
to be missed. The 
city of La Paz is the 
-| capital of Baja 
‘| California Sur, and 

a decent sized city. 

We nearly got lost 
as we came into La Paz because the directions we had to our 
trailer park did not take into account the road construction on 
the main drag. But Kelli being a geographer and cartographer, 
and therefore a pretty darn good navigator, we were able to 
find our way through the backstreets to El Cardon RV park. 

We headquartered there for several days, taking day trips 
by foot or by auto into the city, buying groceries and finding 
the local internet café, and lunching on fish tacos on the 
malecon. We also got our ferry reservations set for the trip later 
in the month, and visited the area on the smaller sub-peninsula 
to the north of the city, where the ferry docked.

Under the Bus 


Getting Rid of Steering Play: 
Part 1: Replacing the Drag Link 


By Dave Easterwood 


Almost every bus I have owned over the years suffered 
from excessive play in the steering wheel when I bought it. 
The front end seems to be the most neglected mechanical 
maintenance on old buses. The front end may seem compli- 
cated at first glance, but it really is a simple system once you 
understand how it works. 

As far as excessive steering play, there are four major 
areas that the play can come from. They are the drag link, tie 
rod ends, swing lever pin & bushings, and the steering box. 

If you do not already own a copy of the Robert Bentley 
VW Transporter Workshop Manual, 1963-67, I recommend 
you get one. It covers front ends from March 1955 to 1967. 
You can purchase it from NEATO for $79.95 plus $7 shipping 
& handling. See the “NEATO Stuff” column elsewhere in this 
issue for more details. 

For this article, I will concentrate on the drag link 
examination & replacement procedures. 

First, I want to describe what the drag link does. The 
drag link is connected to the pitman arm and translates the 
rotational motion of the pitman arm into backward and forward 
motion by the drag link. The drag link is then attached to the 
swing lever arm, which acts as a pivot to translate the back- 
ward and forward movement of the drag link to the side to side 
movement of the tie rods. 

To inspect the drag link you will need a helper. Crawl 
underneath your bus and remove the splash pan/pedal cluster 
cover plate if your bus still has one. As your helper turns the 
steering wheel back and forth, look at the ends of the drag link 
where they connect to the pitman arm and the swing lever. 
They are ball and socket connectors like tie rod ends. They 
should have pivotal motion, but they should not have play 
which translates into excessive motion by the drag link itself. 
The key to determining if they have too much play is to watch 
the ends carefully when the motion of the drag link changes 
direction. 

If you determine the drag link is bad, then purchase a 
new one (should be about $40). 

To remove the old drag link, you have to remove the 
drag link ends from the pitman arm and the swing lever arm. 
Most of these ends will have a cotter pin and castle nut 
securing them on. Once you have the nuts off, the ends can 
sometimes be tricky to remove. The best way to remove the 
ends is with a tie rod end puller, but with the front drag link 
end attached to the pitman arm, there is not enough room 
between the pitman arm and the front frame member. 

You have two choices of methods here. You can do it 
the correct way and use a pitman arm puller (about $20) to 
remove the pitman arm from the steering shaft (do NOT be 
tempted to use a 2 or 3 arm puller to remove the pitman arm, it 
may slip off and whack you in the head), then use a tie rod end 
puller to seperate the drag link end from the pitman arm. 

The quick & dirty method is to use a pickle fork and

your favorite hammer to seperate the drag link end from the 
pitman arm with the pitman arm still attached to the steering 
shaft. If you use the quick & dirty method, you risk damaging 
the bearings within your steering box. 

The rear drag link end attached can be manuvered so 
there is enough room to remove it with a tie rod end puller. If 
you don’t have a tie rod end puller, you could seperate the drag 
link end from the swing lever arm with a pickle fork and 
hammer also. 

Take your old drag link you just removed and look at it 
next to the new one you purchased. The end where the drag link 
attaches to the pitman arm has a clamp on it and it is adjustable 
to change the length of the drag link in order to center the 
position of your steering wheel. Go ahead and make an initial 
adjustment so the length of the new drag link is the same length 
as the old drag link, but don’t tighten the clamp yet. 

Go ahead and attach the rear drag link end to the swing 
lever arm. Note that some of the new drag links that are of 
Italian manufacture use nylon lock nuts on the ends instead of 
castle nuts and cotter pins. 

Next attach the front drag link end to the pitman arm, but 
don’t tighten it down yet. Roll the bus forward about 4 feet 
and make sure the front wheels are straight. Check to see if 
your steering wheel is positioned correctly. If the position of 
your steering wheel is off, remove the drag link end from the 
pitman arm. Position your steering wheel coorectly, then 
adjust the front drag link in or out until it is the correct length 
to go into the pitman arm. Once the length is correct for the 
positioning of the steering wheel, you can tighten the clamp for 
the front drag link end and tighten the end. 

Replace your splash pan/pedal cluster cover plate and 
enjoy your new drag link! Next time I will cover tie rod ends 
and setting the toe-in on the alignment of the front end.
